Your Committee on issions report as follows: 

Our heavenly Father loves a lost world; He gave His Son 
to die, not for a part, but for the whole of it. He has committed 
to His people the work of telling those who have never heard of 
His saving love. Every Church of Christ, and every Christian 
‘S under solemn obligation to do everything possible to give the 
Gospel to all men. Our fellow citizens who are in destitute parts 
of our own beloved State, thousands of our own nationality who 
are upon .the frontiers, jn the mountains, and the congested por- 
tions of our Cities, and the hungry hearted heathen in foreign 
lands, are all looking unto |us for the bread of life. Our Lord in 
great love for us and compassion for them, commands us to give 
them the Gospel. How can we expect His blessing, if we dis- 
obey His command. Southern Baptists give less than 25 cents 
Per capita to all Mission Cduses. Brethren, it is a shame. If we 
really believe in Missions and would only try we could easily 
raise one dollar.

Every move demands enlargement. : 
There are several facts that we earnestly desire to call your 
attention to. First, all of our Missipn work is to be conducted 
upon a larger scale, which m ns increased contributions. Second, 
your representative to the uithern} Baptist Convention keenly 
felt embarrassed when the report of $ecretary Willingham showed, 
a shortage of $781.04 less than. our ¢ontributions for this cause in 
1905. Thirdly, there was a deficit of about $2,400 on last year’s 
work. The S. B. Convention voted to raise this jp addition to the 
regular year’s work. Fifth, after mjature thought and thorough 
discussion, the Convention éstablishad the department of evan- 
gelism, which is to be under the difection of the Home Mission 
Board. The Board has chosen Dr. }W. W. Hamilton as general 
evangelist, who is to have general “$uperintendence of the work, 
and will employ suitable men to assist in doing the evangelistic 
work of the Convention. The Home Board ask the churches to 
contribute to this an additional sum gf $25,000. Your Committee 

considers this departemnt worthy of your support and prayers. 
Enlargement is the watchword of the hour. While our people 
have done well, we cannot afford to spend time.in self congratula- 
tions. We) are just getting where we ought to feel a noble: dis- 
content with past achievements. THe advance asked for by the . 
Vicksburg Convention means a migh united effort, if we meet our 
obligations. It will be an easy thing fo meet this adavnee if we but 


keep step to the marching orders of our King. oe 
Surely the Lord is in this work of world-wide evangelization 


and has approved it as His “order pf the day” for His churches. 
Not to have part in it is to be qut of order. If our love ¢ 
Christ anda lost world is to be measured by giving, let us set 
a standard) for all of our churches }worthy of Him who loved™ 
and gave Himself for us. — |
